How Much It Costa to Plant an Acre 


of Trees and the Increase in Val- 


ue in Ten Tears—An Im- 


portant Suggestion. 


Editor Tribune : 


THE TREE AREA. 


BISMARCK, D. T., Oct. 1st.—Since my 


arrival in your bustling and prosperous 
town, many parties holding claims u'nder 
the Timber Culture Act* hare expressed 
grave doubts wheihei it'would ever pay 
to plant and cultivate as the law requires 
—some even expressing .the opinion that 
they had better abandon^ their claims or 
else change them to hVmesteads or pre- 
emptions. For ihe general good of the 
country, and the particular good of such 
parties, allow me to commence by saying 
in plain language, that forest tree plant 
ing. properly conducted, is the only leg- 
itimate business that will beat money at 
interest. The most reliable statistics at 
my command place the timber area of 
this territory at from four to seven per. 
cent, of the entire area. These timbered 
racts arc chiefly, if not wholly confined 
to the river bottoms, cooleys, and mar 


ins of lakes. 
The great agricultural 


irea; the tracts of ground where people 
must' live, where the crops are grown and 
Vom whose settlement and cultivation 
lepend almost wholly the prosperity of 
your people, your railroads, and the lu- 
ure of Dakota, are practically destitute 
of Itmber. 
Scientists inform us that a 


permanently productive and prosperous 
n»uutry should have from 
TWENTY TO TWENTY-FIVE PER. CENT, 
of its whole area cove-red with forest. The 
equalization of rainfalls—Hie anest of 
too much evaporation, the modification of 
the climate generally by extensive forest 
tree planting, all imperiously demand it. 
Between Bismarck and Fargo, each side 
of the Northern Pacific railroad, aie 
whole counties so nearly destitute of'tim- 
ber that ifas densely settled as many of 
the older counties of Minnesota, would 
not furnish firewood enough to last twen- 
ty-four hours, and this is a fair sample of 
the whole territory. These' treeless c.oun. 
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ties must of necessity be convened into 
fruitful fields and permanent homes for a 
million people.

Remarkable Discovery of a Murder 


in Bermuda 


The following accouut ot a murder 


which was ccmitted in Bermuda in the 
autumn of 1878 is taken from a letter

lands, and author of the "Annals of Ber- 
muda," by the Attorney-General of the 
islands, Mr. S. Brownlow Gray. The 
mode of discovery of the crime is so re- 
markable that I think it ought to be put 
on record, and Sir J. H. Lefroy has kind- 
ly permitted me to make extracts from 
the letter for that purpose I believe no 
no account of the circumstances of the 
case has as yet been published in Eu- 
rope.

II. N. MOSELEV. 


"In the autumn of 1873 a man comit- 


ted a terrible crime iu Somerset, which 
was for some time involved in deep mys- 
tery. His wife, a handsome and decent 
mulatto woman, disappeared suddenly 
and entirely from sight* after going home 
from church en Sunday, October 20. 
Suspicion immediatly fell upon the hus- 
band, a clever young lellow ot about 
thirty, but no trace of the missing wom- 
an was left behind, and there seemed a 
strong probability that the crime would 
remain undetected. 
On Sunday, how- 


ever, October 27, a week after the wo- 
man had disappeared, some Somerville 
boatmen, looking out toward the sea, as 
is their custom, were struck by observ- 
ing, in the Long Bay Channel, the sur- 
face of which was ruffled by a slight 
breeze, a long streak of calm such as, to 
use their own illustration, s cask of oil 
usually diffuses a round it when in the 
water.

and legs of a human body, from which 
almost every vestige of human flesh had 
disappeared, bat which from the min- 
ute fragments remaining, and the tem- 
ple stench, had evidently not lain long 
in the water.

A Tale of Valparaiso.

The American frigate 
Brandywine, 


Commodore Jones, and the British frigate 
Thetis, Captain Biogham, lay in the bar 
bor of V alparaiso. Every Sunday a por- 
tion of the crews of these two frigates 
went on shore, the dancing halls were 
filled and the fiddle squeaked. 


Although merriment was earned to the 


greatest height, and much aguardente, (a 
very bad whiskey) was arank, yet it was 
very seldom that any row and qaarrell- 
ing tobk place.

v any Ba\ >am, especially as the latter 


was known to be a groat patron and pro- 
tector of desirti-n. It soon came to be

however, that Bolivar, who 


boEidcd with Sam, took little part in 
these conversations, and it was even hint- 
ed that he looked lib if ho knew more 
about the m itter than he chose to tell. 


., Bu: Sam himself, was '<>ud m condem-

had beaten in the door, and durino- the 
bnef lull in the tumult which succeeded 
their first act of violence, the m«b heard 
the regular, short, jerky stroke of the 
man-of-war oars, giving notice that a 
boat from the, frigate was rapidly ap- 
proaching the shore. • Nothing could be 
seen in the darkness, but the noise made 
by the oars in the oar-locks denoted that 
somebody was coming who meant busi- 
ness. 


Every one .stood still, and waited to see 


what would happen next. The tramp 
of the men ascending the hill was soon 
heard, when, to the surprise of all, Sam 
issued from his house, and, as a bndy of 
armed marines came up, he assumed the 
command of them, and, in a tone of un- 
mistakable authority, ordered them to 
"Make ready! take aim!" The mob did 
not wait tor command to fire, but depart- 
ed hastily, without standing upon the 
order of their going.
